Sive of Newport, for a homestead right in 
property in Monmouth street, that city, was de- 
termined by Judge Cochran in the United States 
Court at Covington. 

The property, a store with living rooms above, 
was transferred to Mrs. Sive in Deceml>er, 1901. 

At that time Mrs. Sive, with her husband and 
their two children, lived there. 

In April, 11102, they moved with their cbiK 
tlren to Maple avenue into a house they rented. 

Mrs. Sive, who conducted a shoe and millinery 
business in the property, became a bankrupt. 

Her creditors claimed she was not entitled to 
homestead exemption in respect of the Mon- 
mouth street property because she had not oc- 
cupied the premises as a borne, and was not the 
head of a family with anyone dependent on ber 
for support. 

M. M. Durrett, Referee in Bankruptcy, when 
the question came before him, decided that the 
contention of the creditors was good, and M re- 
fused to allow Mrs. Sive's homestead claim. 

She appealed, and in finding that Mrs. Mvs is 
entitled to her homestead claim Judge Cochran 
says: 

"A married woman with a family who fur- 
nishes the house for herself and family is a 
bona fide housekeeper with a family within the 
meaning of the statute. She does not have to 
be the actual head of the house. It is sufficient 
that she has a family and furnishes the home. 
Moving to Maple avenue did not affect her claim 
to Monmouth street paoperty as a homestead, 
becaise there is sufficient evidence of intent to 
return to preserve the homestead right."
